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Hippocratic Oath 


It is a custom in the profession of Medicine, established more than 
2,000 years ago, that no one may be admitted to its honors who has not 
first expressly taken upon himself its obligations. We consider it appro- 
priate for the graduating classes in Dentistry and Pharmacy to subscribe 
with the class in Medicine to the same high standards of ethical practice 
and conduct. 


Now, therefore, in behalf of your elders, I call upon you to take, as 
we have taken before you, the oath which bears the name of Hippocrates. 
The language in which our predecessors first pronounced it is no longer 
spoken ; the very gods whom they called to witness have been discarded, 
but still we can find no nobler words than the most ancient in which to 
hand down the traditions of our calling : 


“You do solemnly swear, each by whatever you hold most sacred, 
That you will be loyal to your profession and just and generous to 
its members 


“That you will lead your lives and practice your art in uprightness 
and in honor 


“That into whatsoever house you shall enter it shall be for the good 
of the sick to the utmost of your power, holding yourselves far aloof 
from wrong, from corruption, from the tempting of others to vice 


“That you will exercise your art solely for the cure of the patient, and 
will give no drugs, perform no operation, for a criminal purpose, even 
if solicited ; far less suggest it 


“That whatsoever you shall see or hear of the lives of men which is 
not fitting to be spoken, you will keep inviolably secret 


“These things do you swear. Let each bow the head in sign of ac- 
quiescence.”

MEMBERS ASKED TO CHECK 
LOCAL PAPERS FOR 
LABORATORY ADS 


Dr. Luther W. Hughes, Chairman of 
the Committee on Enforcement of the 
Dental Practice Act, has issued an appeal 
to all members to scan their community 
newspapers for advertisements of dental 
laboratories offering service to the pub. 
lic. The State’s Attorney is making a 
determined drive to suppress illegal ad- 
vertising and will welcome the coopera- 
tion of members of the Chicago Dental 
Society. Every member is asked to check 
through the neighborhood paper he re- 
ceives and if any illegal advertisement is 
found to mail the whole paper to the 
Chicago Dental Society, 30 North Michi- 
gan Avenue. 


REPORT ON TIN 
CONSERVATION PROGRAM 


Since April 1 approximately 400,000 
pounds of tin and other critical metals 
which in normal times would have been 
thrown away, have been added to the 
nation’s stock pile as a direct result of 
the energetic efforts of retail and whole- 
sale druggists, and others dealing in tooth 
paste and shaving cream, it was an- 
nounced by W. M. Rose, President of 
the Tin Salvage Institute (agent for the 
Metals Reserve Company.) More than 
120 tons of tin alone have so far been 
recovered, he said. 

This is metal that is being reclaimed 
from the empty collapsible tooth paste 
and shaving cream tubes which retailers 
are collecting from the public, and repre- 
sents a clear contribution to the war con- 
servation effort. 

On April 1 of this year, the War Pro- 
duction Board in effect adopted the Tin 
Salvage Institute which up until then had 
been a voluntary non-profit organization 
of leading manufacturers of tooth paste 
and shaving cream together with manu- 
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facturers of collapsible metal tubes, cam- 
paigning to collect all such used tubes 
in order to salvage the war-vital tin. At 
that time the War Production Board 
Conservation Order M115, which re- 
quired the return of an empty tube at the 
time of purchase of a new tube of tooth 
paste or shaving cream, was issued. Since 
then officers of the Institute have con- 
tinued to serve without pay and the best 
talent available is being devoted to the 
successful prosecution of the conservation 
effort. 

“I am more than gratified by the ex- 
cellent showing that has been made so 
far,’ Mr. Rose said. “The public is realiz- 
ing that it is genuinely patriotic to take 
the small trouble to bring back an empty 
tube when fresh dentifrice is needed. One 
single tube is important. For example, 
there is enough tin in 60 tubes to solder 
all the electrical connections on a bomber, 
and the person who returns his tube is 
contributing materially in the national 
effort to make this metal available. 

“The cooperation of retailers and of 
wholesalers who collect the empty tubes 
from the retailers also has been splendid, 
though here, too, some have not yet real- 
ized their responsibilities. I know it is a 
bother for a wholesaler to pick up and 
ship these empty tubes. But war is not 
easy—not if we are to win—and the 
wholesaler, or retailer, or the customer 
who avoids these slight little inconven- 
iences is just not being realistic.” 

Mr. Rose pointed out that the vast 
majority of wholesale and retail druggists 
felt just as he does and quoted from a 
letter written by a middle western whole- 
saler: “I surely feel that if there are any 
wholesalers in the United States who are 
not handling these tubes and handling 
them promptly and correctly, they should 
be made public and showed up. 

“We here in our small territory have 
already sent in seven barrels of tubes and 
we have another about ready to go. My 
Personal opinion is that every wholesaler 
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who is not doing his parit should be pub- 
licized in every newspaper in the country 
and if you want any subscriptions to help 
pay for those ads, please call on me.” 

That same patriotic spirit animates al- 
most the entire industry, Mr. Rose 
said, and pointed out that it is the spirit 
that will win the war. 

“If every one felt so, however,” he con- 
tinued, “we would be able to increase the 
volume of these conserved metals by a 
very substantial amount. And for that 
reason I strongly urge every wholesaler 
and retailer who is not now doing his ut- 
most to get these tubes in and reclaimed, 
to take time out and examine himself in 
relation to the freedom in which we live. 
What we are being asked to do cannot 
be compared with what we are receiving 
in return, and most of us could not sleep 
well these nights if we were doing less 
than our best. 

“We must remember that when the 
Japs took the Malay Peninsula, they cap- 
tured our tin supply. And tin is not a 
luxury—we must have it to win.” 

Of the metals reclaimed by the Insti- 
tute some 65% is tin, 14.9% lead, 6.2% 
aluminum, 7.5% foil and the remainder 
is made up of caps and miscellaneous 
metals.
